TIEAND DYE 
(makea bandhinidupatta) 








Things Needed: 5 metres of pure cot- ‘ 
ton cloth, 1 packet of dye each, in two 3 
colours, dye fixer - 30 ml, water, a vessel, 

a bucket, thick thread. 


Method: 
‘Step 1: Soak the cloth overnight, in soap wa- 
ter to remove starch. \ 
‘Step 2:Putit out to dry the next morning. After 
this cloth is completely dry, put it in water in a vessel 
in such a way that the whole cloth is soaked in it. Boil 
this water and cloth for 15 minutes, after adding the lighter 
colour dye to it. Keep stirring it. You will see that the colour 
gradually gets on to the cloth. Remove the cloth from the water 
as it is, on a plate and let it dry. Do not squeeze or wring. . 
‘Step 3: Tie some parts of the cloth tightly with the thread, so that the 
next colour cannot get in. Then dye this cloth in the second colour (a brighter 
colour) using the same method and allow it to dry. 
‘Step 4: After drying the cloth, remove the thread carefully. Then soak the 
cloth in a bucket half-filled with water and put the dye fixing solution in it. 
Soak for halfan hour. 
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‘Step 5: Dry this and you will find 
a beautiful bandhini dupatta. 

Note: As many colours as you 
wish can be used. Always dye the 
cloth from the lighter to the darker 
colour. The cloth itself has to be of a 
light colour (preferably white). 

‘The original colour can be retained 
on some parts of the cloth by tying it 
before dying it in the first colour. 

Articles like cushion covers, 
aprons, T-shirts, etc. can be dyed 
even after stitching, if done carefully.

Drawand cut out the butterfly's body 
(draw a long oval and a smaller circle 
to make the body and the head.) 

* Glue or staple the ‘handprinting” 
cut-out to the body, three on each 
side. The fingers should point out- 
wards, 

* Curl the wires at one end to form 
the antennae. Fasten this wire from 
the underside of the butterfly using 
cellotape. 

* Draw on the eyes, colour and 
make beautiful patterns on the wings.
